at Work. 


LETTER TO SECKETABY OLNE 


Great Britain and Venezuela In 


vited to Submit Evidence in 


Their Possession. 


WASHINGTON, January 20.— The Vene- 


zuelan commieoion has invited the gor 
ernmenta of Great Britain and Venetnel 
to submit to it all the evidence in the! 
possession to further the work of th 
commission, to be represented before i 
by attorneys, and all of this with th 
reservation that such representation au< 
appearance shall not be deemed an 
abandonment of acy rights or position 
heretofore assumed. It has done thie 
in order that the proceedings oi the com- 
mission may not be said to be ex parlc, 
that the truth may appear and tha 
time may be eaved in the inquiry with 
which the cotnmieeion is charged. The 
invitation goes in the shape of a letter 
to Secretary Olney, who has made re- 
eponee saying that he has transmitted a 
copy of the commission's views to the 
two govern meats concerned. These 
facts came out after the meeting of the 
commission today, although the letter 
was drawn up and sent to the secretary 
of state at HH last meeting, Jan nan 
15tb. The full text of the letter is as 
follows : 
OJfice of the Venezuela Boundary Com- 


iiiiefiion, Washington; January 15, 189ii. 
To Hon. Richard Olney, Secretary of 


State— J)«ar Sir :— I have the honor to 
state that the commission appointed by 
the President of the Uiuted States to 
investigate and report upon the true 
divisional Hue between the republic of 
Venezuela and British Guiana, has or- 
nixed by the election of Hon. David 


irewer as its president, and is enter- 


ing upon the immediate discharge of its 
duties. 


In so doing it has, after careful con- 


sideration, concluded to address yon on 
the question of securing, us far as possi- 
ble, the friendly co-operation and aid of 
the two nations which are directly in- 
terested in the now pending boundary 
differences. 


It must have suggested itself to you, 


as it has no doubt to the President, that 
thie commission, authorized to ascer- 
tain and report the boundary line be- 
tween two foreign nations, bears only a 
remote resemblance to those tribunals 
of international character ot which we 
have had several examples in the past. 
They are constituted by or with the con- 
sent of the disputants themselves, and 
were authorized by the parties itumedi- 
diately concerned to pronounce final 
judgment. 


The questions at issue were presented 


by the advocates of the various interests, 
upon whoee diligence and skill the tri- 
bunal might safely rely for all the data 
and the arguments essential to the for- 
mation of an intelligent judgment. 
Their functions were, therefore, con- 
fined to the exercise of judicial powers, 
and they might fairly expect to reach a 
result satisfactory to their own conscien- 
ces, while it commanded the respect of 
those whose interests were directly in- 
volved. 


The present commission, neither by 


the mode of its appointment nor by the 
nature ot its duties, may be said to be- 
long to tribunals of this chracter. Its 
duty will bo discharged if it shall dili- 
gently and fairly seek to inform the ex- 
ecutive ollice of certain facts touching a 
long extent of territory, in which the 
United States have no direct interests. 
Whatever 
may 
be the conclusions 


reached no territotial aggrandizement 
nor material gnin in any form, can ac- 
crue to the United States. The eole 
concern of our government ia the peace- 
ful eolation of thn controversy between 
friendly nations; for the just and bon- 
orablu settlement of the title to disputed 
territory, and the protection of the 
United Status against any fresh acquisi- 
tion in our hemisphere on ttie part of 
any European state. 


ft has seemed proper to tbe commis- 


sion under these circumstances to sug- 
gest to you the expedience of calling the 
attention ol the governments of Great 
Britain and Venezuela to the appoint- 
ment and explaining both its nature 
and object. It may be that they will 
eee a way entirely consistent with their 
own sense of international propriety to 
give the committee the aid that it is no 
doubt in their power to furnish in the 
way of documentary proof, historical 
narrative, unpublished archieves or the 
like. It ia scarcely neceneary to say that 
if either should deem it appropriate to 
designate an agent or attorney, whose 
<luiy it would be to see that no such 
proofs were omitted or overlooked, the 
commission would be grateful for such 
evidence of good will, and for the valu- 
able results which would be likely to 
follow therefrom. 


Any act of either government in the 


direction here suggested might be ac- 
companied by an express reservation M 
to her claims, and should hot be deemed 
to be abandonment or impairment of 
any position heretofore expressed. In 
*ther words, and in the lawyers' phrase, 
each might be willing to act the part of 
an auii'cuA cnriae and to throw the light 
upon dilHcnlt and complex questions of 
fact, wnich should be examined care- 
fully, aa the pending investigations are 
certainly hostile to none, nor on it be 
of advantage to any that the machinery 
devised by the government of the United 
States to secure tbe desired information 
should fail of its purpose, I have the 
honor to remain your obedient servant,

The flecrctary'a reply was short and 


formal, merely an acknowledgement of 
the receipt of the letter, and a state- 
ment that he bad caused copies of it to 
be sent to the British and Venezuelan 
governments. It cannot be said that 
the commission is confident of a favor- 
able response from bath parties to the 
boundary 
controversy, although the 


courteous terms in which the suggestion 
is couched and the wide latitude of 
reservation permitted each party that 
may respond to the open spirit which 
characterizes the invitation, leads to 
tbe natural hope that it will be ac- 
cepted. 


Meanwhile the commission will pro- 


ceed on the original line of inquiry, 
which promises to be A difficult task, 
trusting to the abridgement of the pro- 
ceedings later by the production of 
evidence bv both parties and the ap- 
pearance of attorneys, when the pro- 
ceedings may at once take on the form 
of a judicial trial, and the attainment of 
a conclusion be correspondingly hast- 
ened.

The first business wan 
the selection of officers, and first of 
these chosen was S. M, I'revott, who 
has earned a high reputation at the 
New York bar, and also In Washington. 
Mr. Prevoflt wat named M secretary ol 
the cointninion, and will bi in daily at- 


tendance with tbe commission. Mr 
Whiteinore, of Ithaca, N. Y., wa 
selected aa one of the stenographers, an 
Walter Mouthrop of the District of Co 
utnbia was appointed as messenger. 


A few other appointments will h 


made hereafter as the need for furthe 
help appears. It wat ordered that th 
rooms of the commission be kept opei 
every week day from 9 until 6 o'clock 
and any person who hag any euggegUox 
to make will be accorded an opportu 
nity to be h«ard. for at least one of thf 
commission will undertake tobepres 
ent, 
besides 
the secretary. Every 


Friday there will be a meeting of th« 
full commission in order to transac 
routine business requiring the action o 
all the members. 


The members will not be idle, for to 


each has been allotted a particular line 
of inquiry which he is expected to re- 
port upon to liia fe'low commissioners 
at intervals. For instance, Mr. White 
has been charged with tiie proposition 
if what may be likened to an abstract ol 
title, Mr. Gil man has undertaken the 
'reparation of all the maps and charts 
required and other members have been 
called upon to collect from the library 
of the department of state and tbe li- 
brary of congress, all of the documents 
and historical maps bearing on tiie Ven- 
ezuelan boundary. The effort will be 
to have these inquiries simultaneously 
nd it is felt that much time will be 
aved.

The 
resolution, following a preamble, is aa 
follows: 


/icKoIixd, That the United States of 


•ine and principles promulgated by 


President Monroe in hie message of De- 
cember 2, 1823, and declares that it will 
aeiertand maintain this doctrine und 


lose principles, and will reuard any in- 


fringement thereof, and particularly any 
attempt by any European power to 
take or acquire any new territory on the 
American continents, or any island ad- 
jacent thereto, for any right of sover- 
eignty or dominion iu the same, in any 
caeeor iiiBtance as to which tho United 
States shall deem such attempt to be 
dangerous to its peace or safety, by or 
through force, purchase, cession, occu- 
pation, pledge, colonization, protector- 
ate, or by control of eaeement, m a canal 
or other means of transit across the 
American isthmus, whether on un- 
founded 
pretensions 
of

putes, or under other unfounded pre- 
tensions, as manifestations of an tin* 
friendly disposition toward thu United 
States and as an interposition which 
would he impossible in any form for us 
to regard with indifference. 


At Davis' request the resolution went 
to the senate calendar.

Sewell of New Jersey then addressed 


the senate on his resolution reciting 
that President Cleveland had extended 
the Monroe doctrine beyond its projmr 
scope, and enunciating the doctrine was 
for the Interest of the United States, 
and waa not an obligation to aid and 
protect southern republics. 


The resolution recites that the Preai- 


dent'c course was premature and that 
the Monroe doctrine does not -commit 
the United States to A protectorate of 
southern countries. Sewell said the 
President's Venezuelan message pre- 
sented questions of moat serious imnort. 
The senator, reading from thu message, 
said tbe President clearly desired to pre- 
sent the contigency of war. Through- 
out tho message and the letters of the 
secretary of state, the determination 
was clear to nmke the constitution of 
the doctrine absolutely final and conclu- 
a ve without reference- to results. The 
senate quoted from resolutions of con- 
gress in 1825 and speeches by Mr. Web- 
ster showing the exact purpose and 
original scope of the Monroe doctrine. 


In 1823 Senator Clayton of Delaware 


pointed out in tho senate that the doc- 
trine of Monroe was not addressed to 
foreign nations, but waa a mere commu- 
nication to congress which congress de- 
clined at that time. 


The congress sitting at the time of the 


Monroe message strongly opposed the 
doctrine. Henry Clay offered a modi- 
Tied resolution, but it could not be 
passed. 


At the close of Sewetl's speech Daniol 


of Virginia gave notice that he would 
address the senate on the subject next 
Thursday. 


Cullom of Illinois sought to secure 


the passage of a resolution to employ an 
assistant architect to aid the supervis- 
ing architect making plans for the new 
poatomce at Chicago. 


Berry of Arkansas objected strenu- 


ously. 


The discussion took a wide range and 


the result waa that it was finally agreed 
to, 49 to 6. 


Platt of Cnnnpctic it, naked Jones of

city. 


City Attorney Moultrie said there was 


no question that the city could be pro- 
tected whichever way the money was 
paid. If the payment should be made 
uttt of the money due Guodfcllow he 
thought a way could bo found to protect 
the city against the labor and material 
claims on the amount. At the same 
time he thought it would be very ques- 
tionable policy to pay thu watchman hie 
money out of tho euin due Goodfullow. 
It might be done but it would not be 
good policy.

"The present rain," lie said, "began 
i the 13th instant at 4 p.m. and has 


teen practically continuous till today, 
'here have been two storms, and it is 
he second of which we are now getting 
he full effect. In a general way Fresno 
s out of the track of heavy storms. This 
no has been crowded down south from 
lie Oregon coast by an area of high 
aronaoter that has been lying for uev- 
ral days on the Canadian border in the 
icinity ol Albeita. 
"The heavy rain now falling began on 


iuuday night and a littlu over an inch 
has fallen iu the twenty-four hours. It 
G a splendid rain; just tho thine for the 


•mars. The barometer ia still low; it 
29 75 at this moment, or, with the 


jroper correction applied, 29.UO. Places 
mar the foothills on the east aide, like 
teedley and Sauger, will have a heavier 
ainfall than Fresno, and on the other 


il, on thu west side it tuny be a little 


ess. On the Coast range, particularly 
m the sea slope, as at San Luis Obispo, 
he rainfall is very heavy. 
"This last storm is one of tho best de- 


fined we have on record on this coast, 


aying this 1 Jiui referring to the well 


defined boundaries of the storm, as you 
will see by the daily record on the offi- 
cial maps which I have here. The lirut 
.ndication of the first storm was a low 
Barometer on the California coast at 
Ktirnka on January IHth. 
Simultane- 


ously there appeared another low bar- 
ometer in the vicinitj of San Diego, 
while two high barometers appeared to 
ho eastward. The next duy the low at 
iCunika moved up to Roscburg.Or., and 
tho Han Diego low disappeared, tho en- 
ergy of the two being now concentrated 
The same thing practically happened 
witti the highe, the center of which was 
now concentrated on the Canadian bor- 
der north of Idaho amt Montana. The 
lext day found the low of the new 
Htortu still on tho Oregon const west of 
Itosoburg, and the high standing liltu a 
wall on the Canadian frontier. In this 
way the rainstorm, being unable to fol- 
ow its usual and natural truck east- 
ward, waa crowded down tho Sacra* 
nento and San Joaquin valleys. The 
ollowiug day tho hi^h moved eastward 
tut) miles along the Canadian frontier, 
the low thus advancing acropn tho state 
ot California. On January 17th thu ey- 
clona covered a territory 2QW miles in 
liamutor, with thu high stationary about 
iho town of Prince Albert on the Cana- 
Han line.
